On July iStli. 1895. the following resolution relative to Sewer pay¬ 
ments, was passed by the Township Committee : 

Wiikkkas, The City of Orange has notified the Township Committee 
that there is due to the City of < Grange the sum of $4,451 42, being the 
ratable share of this Township foi Lite cost of construction of joint trunk 
sewer up to July 1st, 1892. 

Bksolvbd, That tile note of the Township be drawn for said sum of 
$4,451.42, payable on demand, with interest at the rate of 5 per cent, and 
that the Treasurer be instructed to have the same discounted and from 
the proceeds pay the sum mentioned to the City of Orange ; and it is 
further 

Resolved, That when funds shall be raised by the issuance of Town¬ 
ship Bomls or otherwise for the \ . yincut of construction of said Sewer, 
such funds shall be specifically applied to the payment of tile above note 
or any other obligation which shall be substituted for the same. 

Since the first payment 011 cost of Outlet Sewer, there has been paid 
under the same conditions the sum of $37,336.47, making the total 
amount paid up to March isl, iS^, $11,787.89*. There will probably be 
an additional cost of about $8,00 which will make the cost of Bloom¬ 
field's share in the joint Outlet S. wer amount to 50,000. 

On March20th, 1*893, an ordinance was Introduced to authorize the 
Township Committee to issue the corporate bonds of the Township for 
the purpose of paying the costs and expenses of the improvements and 
public works contracted for and to be contracted for, pursuant to the act 
entitled “ An Act to provide for I >raiuugc and Sewage in Densely Popu¬ 
lated Townships, in which there is a Public Water Supply,” approved 
March 4th, t88|, and the several supplements and amendments thereto.
